Asuma Tereda, Japanese physician 
and explosive expert, whose apart­ 
ment was 
raided last 
night 
by 
police who said they found formulas 
and diagrams for making high ex­ 
plosives, today was being held for 
$1,500 bail on a charge of possess­ 
ing a revolver in violation of the 
Sullivan law, a state statute for­ 
bidding 
possesion eof 
concealed 
weapons. Tereda, who said he was 
a graduate of a medical college in 
Osaka and had studied at Johns 
Hopkins medical college. They had 
been written in 1916, he said, and 
had no relation whatever to the 
Japanese exclusion act. 
He was arrested as a result of 
an anonymous letter received by 
the police two weeks ago. Neigh­ 
bors informed police that an un­ 
usual number of Japaneses were 
visiting Dr. Tereda in his apart­ 
ment.

several days, the police decided to 
investigate. 
Dr. Tereda waived examination 
when arrainged in a magistrate’s 
court and was held for trial in 
special session. 
Mrs. Anna Healy Tereda, white 
wife of the doctor, said in an inter­ 
view 
that she was a 
"patriotic 
American." She declared her hus­ 
band’s diagrams hod no sinister pur­ 
pose, being merely • the outcome of 
his studies .She admitted, however, 
that "if I were to talk it would 
merely fan the flames. Perhaps I 
shall have something to say later."

Colorado mining camps during the 
last nine years as a result of the ef­ 
forts of special agents working un­ 
der the direction of the secretary 
of state in enforcing the Ore Buy­ 
ers’ Act passed by the Colorado as­ 
sembly in 1915. 
The term 
“high-grading” 
came 
from the practice originating in the 
theft and sale of high grade metal 
ores by miners and the subsequent 
conversion of the ores into gold and 
silver bulloin for sale to the Unitec! 
States mints. Colorado mine owners 
had tried in every conceivable way 
to put a stop ta the practice, but ap­ 
parently without success according to 
their reports lo 
the 
authorities. 
Some mines operating with extreme­ 
ly valuable veins, installed "change 
rooms" where workmen were requir­ 
ed to change clothing in entering 
and leaving the mine. But even this 
scheme was said not to have been 
entirely effective as the certain small 
percentage of dishonest miners man­ 
aged to find some way to smuggle 
ore outside. 
• 
The Ore Buyers’ Act. passed after 
a bitter struggle between the Mine 
Owners’ Association 
and 
alleged 
"highgrading” 
interests, 
provides 
that buyers of precious metals must 
be licensed by the state and must 
post a bond of $5000 for the faith­ 
ful observance of the act. The law 
requires such a buyer to make a 
diligent effort to learn where the 
vendor acquired his ore and with 
what authority he is selling it. Giv­ 
ing false information to a buyer is 
made a punishable offense, in this 
way the special agents* have been 
able to check the'actlvitles of unau­ 
thorised sellers. The virtual bot­ 
tling up of the illicit market is said 
to have had the effect of stopping 
amost entirely the surreptitious re­ 
moval of ore. 
Since the law was adopted the 
number of licensed ore buyers in 
the state has decreased from 32 to 
7. 
Definite enforcement of the stat­ 
ute dates from 1917, when eight of 
twelve alleged “high-graders” were 
given prison sentences of two years 
caci/. At the trial 
more than a 
score or miners testified that they 
had sold ores to the accused men.

IO.— A 
“crime prevention bureau” is being 
organized here by Chief of Police 
Daniel J. O’Brien, who says its ob­ 
ject will be “take opportunity away 
from the crook and render it harder 
for him to make a living.” 
The first work mapped out for th® 
new bureau is a survey of the 
burglar hazard of every building, 
store and home in San Francisco. 
To accomplish this the police of 
each district will study every build­ 
ing on their beats from the view­ 
point of a potential* burglar. The 
patrolmen will discover the vulner­ 
able points of houses, pointing them 
out to the owners, that the neces­ 
sary precautions may be taken. 
The inspecting patrolman will ask 
himself; “Are those windows close 
to the ground kept locked? 
“ What about the skylight on this 
building—is it easily removed? 
“ In this office building on Sun­ 
days do they keep watch on strang­ 
ers wrho use the elevators? Do they 
report strange men using the stair­ 
ways on holidays?” 
The latest wrinkles in burglar 
tricks and the adroitness of pick­ 
pockets will be broadcast to the pub­ 
lic by the crime prevention bureau. 
The bureau will assemble exhaustive 
statistics on criminals and descrip­ 
tions of criminals’ methods. 
“ Intelligent co-operation between 
the public and the police depart­ 
ment,” 
explained 
Chief 
O’Brien, 
will reduce burglaries, robberies and 
larcenies.” 
The bureau, said to be the first 
of its kind in the country, has been 
placed in charge of a lieutenant of 
police.

much the need of facilities for bor­ 
rowing, but still far-reaching in its 
provisions. A cooperative marketing 
act was passed, a beginning in the 
furtherance of methods for organi­ 
zation and distribution which, its is 
hoped, will place the farmer in the 
enjoyment of the same advantages 
in narrowing the gap between, the 
producer and the consumer as those 
enjoyed in other branches of en­ 
deavor. It can not be too strongly 
emphasized that in this direction 
there sorely lies the most encour­ 
aging prospect 
for bettering 
the 
condition 
of the agricultural 
in­ 
terests of the country. A private 
corporation 
with 
ten 
millions of 
capital was organized at the in­ 
stance of the administration and 
has rendered substantial aid to the 
farmers of the Northwest. 
The Republican party has . shown 
its willingness to extend to the‘ last 
degree in the enactment of legis­ 
lation which will aid the farmer, 
but it can not respond to imprac­ 
tical theories or accept measures 
w hich wilb only aggravate the situ­ 
ation. 
Any 
artificial 
stimulus 
to 
prices which are depressed by ir- 
resistable causes can only postpone 
the evil day and add to the dis­ 
tress. Inexorable laws demand de­ 
creased acreage in certain staple 
products and a wider diversifica­ 
tion. Numerous remedies proposed 
for relief fail utterly when sub­ 
jected to careful analysis. If I were 
to follow the appealing demands* of 
my own feelings, I would say grant 
tens of millions for farm relief, but 
no legislation or . subventions from 
the Treasury eau be effective to 
meet the case. It is a condition 
which is world-wide, due to the 
sharp reaction from the unprece­ 
dented demands 
for 
agricultural 
products, which lasted during the 
World war and for a time there­ 
after. Prices are now* out of line 
with those of many of the com­ 
modities * which the farmer 
must 
buy, but so sure as the inevitable 
laws of supply and demand are ope­ 
rative this relation must change, 
and the time is coming when condi­ 
tions will be revered and the course 
of migration between |City and farm 
will experience a revolution. 
A most substantial benefit would 
be conferred upon the farmers by 
the construction of the Great Lakes- 
St. 
Law'rence 
waterway, 
thereby 
opening up a new* transportation 
outlet for the agricultural products 
of a very extended area. Material 
benefit would also be gained by the 
more adequate 
improvement 
and 
utilization of divers interior water- 
w*ays, though here 
and 
elsewhere 
the improvements should be care­ 
fully limited to such as are capable 
of profitable development. Now as 
always 
pork-barrel 
appropriations 
should be sedulously avoided. 
A re-adjustment of freight rates 
and 
a 
consolidation 
of 
existing 
agencies 
of 
transportation afford 
promise of aid.

those prosperous times which make 
high wages possible. 
Congre?.| has vot»*d to submit a 
constitutional

labor. A bill for the continuance 
of plans for the rehabilitation of 
workers disabled in industry, an ef­ 
fort which has met with very great 
success, 
has 
recently 
passed 
the 
House of Representatives. The well­ 
being of labor, the happiness of 
millions, of workers are inextricably 
interwoven with the prosperity of 
the people; no separate or antogo- 
nistJc road 
can 
be traversed by 
those w*ho toil or by those who 
employ; the country’s prosperity is 
the prosperity of each and all. 
Among tile pending issues of the 
day economy in public expenditures 
and reduction of taxation must as­ 
sume the utmost Importance. The 
Federal 
government, 
states 
and 
communities, have been engaging In 
a riot of lavish expenditure, at­ 
tended by mounting indebtedness. 
The burden 
of 
greatly 
increased 
taxation must shackle enterprise and 
diminish employment. It adds al­ 
most crushing weight to the cost 
of living and closes the doors of 
opportunity. Excessive public expen­ 
ditures 
create 
a 
fatal 
example, 
stimulating 
prodigality and waste 
among all the people in every form 
of activity. Public economy promo­ 
tes individual 
initiative and pre­ 
vents the reliance upon paternal­ 
istic 
government 
which weakens 
the morale Of any people aud brings 
with it the 
depressing 
rule of 
bureaucracy. 
As an illustration of present con­ 
ditions, the per capita expenses of 
the United 
States government In 
the fiscal year of 1910 were $7.74; 
in 1919, the year of the peak of 
expenses, they were $173.54'; and 
for the last year they wrere $33.44, 
more than four fold those of 1910. 
So phenomenal an increase must 
arouse 
th© 
attention 
of 
every 
patriotic citizen. It is not at all 
probable that any rates will bo In­ 
creased or new taxes imposed, but 
the recent revenue law is not the 
last jMM#!, 
To secure these most desirable 
objects of economy an 'active cam­ 
paign of ^diicatlon must be con­ 
ducted similar to that In the free- 
silver contest of 1896. There are 


certain 
presistent 
fallacies which 
must be dispelled. One of them 
results in thoughtlessness -or Indiff­ 
erence to the evils of swollen tax­ 
ation. Another is that the final 
burden of public levies .rests upon 
those who first make payments to 
the tax collector. On the contrary, 
the general tendency of all taxation 
is to diffuse itself upon all* con­ 
sumers whether tax payers or not 
with considerable addition as the* 
burden is .passed along. 
Still another fallacy is a prevalent 
opinion that excessive surtax are 
desirable 
and 
result 
in 
larger 
revenue. That excessive rates are 
not helpful under ordinary circum­ 
stances can readily be demonstrated, 
but this is startlingly true so long 
as investments in taxrexept securi­ 
ties are possible^ As a proof of tho 
futility of these high rates; it is 
to be noted that in 1916 when the 
total Bur-taxs’ were 
$121,900,000 
and the highest rate 13 percent, 
$81,000,000 
of 
these taxes were 
collected from incomes in excess of 
$300,000; but in 1921 when sur­ 
tax collections were $411,300,000, 
over three times as great, under a 
maximum Fate of 65 percent, the 
collections from incomes of $300,- 
000 and over were only about $3,- 
000,900 
more 
than" In 
1916, or 
$84,000,000. No one here will ad­ 
vocate 
a 
system 
which 
would 
relieve 
wealth frfom 
paying its 
proper share, but careful thinking 
will 
show 
the 
absurdity 
of 
the 
present rates, entirely justifiable in 
time of war but not in time or 
peace. 
The demagogue may say to the 
unthinking, “See how we are taxing 
the rich," and then in a soft aside 
say to the greater capitalist, “How 
excellent an avenue of escape we 
are providing for you." The in­ 
direct effect of .high sur-taxes in 
witholding funds from such invest­ 
ments as w'ould quicken industrial 
expansion is even more serious than 
the diminishing revenue. 
Present 
problems of revenue and expendi­ 
ture are so commanding in 
im­ 
portance as to call into action the 
highest sentiments 
of 
patriotism, 
for economy in expenditures and a 
rational fiscal 
system 
are alike 
essential for the prosperity and for 
the happiness of the people. 
The 
Federal 
Reserve 
System, 
which serves as a bulwark in the 
financial 
life of the nation 
and 
was 
so 
helpful 
during 
the 
war, 
should be left alone. It should be 
free from the touch of the political 
spoilsman, and 
all 
its operations 
should 
be managed 
for the ac­ 
complishment of the excellent pur­ 
pose for which it was intended. 
The Republican Party stands now 
as always firmly for law enforce­ 
ment. Laws are not to be observed 
merely by those who favor their 
enactment but by everyone in this 
broad land. Diaregyd of existing 
enactments 
breeds ilisrespect and 
disorder 
and even 
tends 
to an­ 
archy. Furthermore, hasty changes 
in existing laws or regulations can 
not be approved. If that were the 
case, all our policies would be like 
the shifting sands of the sea, which 
are scattered by winds and waves. 
The frightful 
crimes 
of lynch 
law have shown some decrease in 
recent years, but it is for us Ie 
make every effort to remove this 
disgraceful blot 
upon 
our eiwli- 
Ziit’on. 
There is absolute necessity for an 
intelligent policy of conservation of 
our natural resources for the pre­ 
vention of waste and of the even 
dangerous evils of monopoly. Let 
us have no lack of vision for the 
future. This means a conservation 
of our forests, of our water-power, 
of our minerals, of our coal and 
our oil, of the fish of the sea 
and the birds of the air. No hun­ 
dred-year 
franchises 
should 
given, 
nor should 
any 
grant 
he 
made of 
that 
which the nation 
should reserve for its future pro­ 
tection 
We have abhorred war, and never 
more than now. But if again that 
which we deplore should happen, 
aud we 
should 
be involved in 
another 
deadly 
conflict, 
let 
us 
establish a system which will mobil­ 
ize all our resources for victory. 
We can not afford to allow the 
slacker to shirk his duty or give 
the profiteers an 
opportunity 
to 
pile up fortune when those who 
stand for pat^otisin are suffering 
and dying. We must establish the 
great odeal thai in the emergency 
of war every agency of industry 
and commerce, our man power, and 
the activities of men and women 
shall be such as to accomplish the 
single purpose o{ saving our country 
from 
danger. 
President Harding 
spoke eloquently in his inaugural 
address in behalf of such a plan. 
We have recently witnessed the 
passage over the veto of the presi­ 
dent of a so-called bonus or ad­ 
justed cdinpensation bill, providing 
for paid-up insurance policies to 
soldiers of the late war. 
While 
recognizing 
the 
inestimable 
debt 
which the country owes to those 
who fought in the bloody contest in 
1917 and 
1918, and 
with satis­ 
faction 
in 
the thought that 
for 
insurance, for the care of the in­ 
jured and the sick, and for their 
training and betterment we are ex­ 
pending an amount which in one 
year reached almost 45 millions of 
dollars, 
there 
was a substantial 
minority, in Congress who sought 
to sustain the president. But thse 
bonus act is now the law of the 
land. Conditions created by it must 
be met and its provisions must be 
willingly accepted. 
" A constitutional amendment has 
passed the Senate providing for the 
beginning of the term of the presi­ 
dent and of members of Congress 
early in the January following the 
November election. There certainly 
is an incongruity in the present 
interval betw*een election and In- 
duction into office.

One urgent reform demanded is 
that the president be relieved of 
part of his most exacting duties. A 
constitution of Iron can hardly bear 
up under the strain imposed upon 
the chief magistrate. There could 
be no more practicable step in ac­ 
complishing this than to diminish 
the demand upon his time for the 
settlement of questions of patron­ 
age. 
This 
great 
framework 
of 
government was 
not devised for 
the dispensation of the flesh pots 
of office. The mighty problems of 
a nation in its foreign and domestic 
affairs, the decision of which must 
bring weal or woe to tens of mil­ 
lions, are enough to absorb the 
attention of any statesman. 
Nor is the distracting influence 
of 
patronage 
confined 
to 
the 
executive department alone. Legis­ 
lators, whose time could be more 
profitably Unplayed in the making 
of laws and •establishing policies 
for the nation, loge much pi their 
time and subject themselves to con­ 
stant 
irritation 
from 
the 
same 
source. An extension of the merit 
system is urgently needed and this 
is especially true in view of the 
enormous increase of federal em­ 
ployees. 
In the relation of the economic 
activities of the people to their 
government three methods are im­ 
possible. 
1. 
The old and now discarded 
theory of giving to private Initia­ 
tive free and untrammeled play, 
laissez as it is cabled. 
2. 
The control and management 
of a central government with all 
the incidents of public ownership 
and operation. To this there must 
be a fatal objection, for It would 
threaten the rule of bureaucracy, 
with its deadening influence and 
interference in every home, and the 
destruction of that personal iniative 
which with 
restless 
energy has 
unchained the wheels of progress 
and given our country its foremost 
position. 
3. 
A third and more rational 
course presents itself in sane regu­ 
lation, based upon wise legislation 
and administration, repressing the 
power of 
great 
corporations or 
combinations of any 
type, which 
else might threaten to overshadow 
the state itself, and with equal care 
guarding against the evils of un­ 
restrained competition. 
Let us secure for every individual 
the greatest possible equality of op­ 
portunity and leave to the states 
and minor poetical divisions a broad 
field of activity in Their proper 
sphere. Thus we shall avoid an un- 
weildly central government in con­ 
stant danger of toppling over. We 
shall prevent state boundaries from 
becoming mere vanishing traces on 
the map, and avoid the danger of 
disaster 
which 
have 
beset 
many 
nations smaller and with problems 
less complex than our own. 
In every era conditions and facts 
of surpassing importance must be 
recognized 
which 
stand 
out 
like 
headlands in the landscape. Today 
the most important conditions are 
those created by the war or em­ 
phasized by it. That terrible con­ 
vulsion left the world disjointed 
in all its activities—several, poli­ 
tical 
and 
economic. 
War 
always 
has a brutalizing effect, and this 
great struggle, alone with a most 
splendid 
exhibition 
of 
'heroism, 
brought into play sordid motives, 
the demoralization from which has 
cast shadows which will rest on the 
world for years to come. Again we 
are in the midst of an unparalleled 
material development which bene- 
fical as it is, threatens a lowering 
of moral and spiritual standards, the 
true grandeur of nations. This is an 
age of whirlwind speed, of luxury, 
and the pursuit of pleasure. New 
inventions 
and 
fresh 
diversions 
chain attention ever hour. In an 
atmosphere of excitement and hurry 
there is danger of a lack of clear­ 
ness of vision and fairness in judg­ 
ment on most important issues of 
the day. Indifference, in the per­ 
formance of public duties rests like 
a blight upon the body politic. In 
nothing is the effect of existing con­ 
ditions more manifest than in dis­ 
regard of the political obligations 
of the citizen. The proportion of 
electors who take an active interest, 
especially in preliminary contests, 
was never so small. When such 
indifference 
exists 
unwholesome 
forces poison our public life. A well 
organized minority is often more 
powerful than that inert mass of 
citizens whose patriotism is only 
aroused iii times of grave emerg­ 
ent?*’. To these causes are traceable 
the 
formation 
of 
blocs and 
the 
vehement assertion of individual or 
sectional interests. Swarms of lob­ 
byists infest every capital seeking 
the promotion of some special in­ 
terest with callous disregard of that 
paramount benefit, the general wel­ 
fare. Not merely by veiled threats, 
but 
with 
brutal 
demands 
they 
threaten 
candidates 
and 
political 
parties 
with 
defeat 
unless 
their 
wishes are complied 
with. These, 
demands are so persistent that re­ 
fusal arouses opposition against the 
administration or party in power* 
so that now the strongest force in 
political contests is 
the 
reaction 
against those who have responsibUi- 
«ty in shaping governmental policies, 
though 
the “oats,” 
or 
those 
in 
opposition, would be compelled to 
take the same unyielding stand if 
they were instructed with authority. 
It is easier to criticise than to con­ 
struct far easier to promise than 
to perform. 
The 
propagandist 
la 
every^h^re—would that their mem­ 
bers might diminish—and so part 
isan is he that arguments favorable 
to his cause are eagerly accepted 
as heaven-born 
injunctions, 
while 
opposing arguments are treated as 
emanations 
from 
the 
deprave*.. 
Under the cloak of patriotism lr- 
»rational agitation based upon hypo­ 
crisy or ignorance sometimes dis­ 
places reason and truth. 
“Oh that there might ’mongst 
Propagandists be 
A duty on hypocrisy, 
A tax, on humbug, 
An impost on dreary platitudes, 
A stamp athwart the mouth 
Of everyone that rdlted.” 


N&ver 
more 
than 
now 
have 
there been such insistent demands 
tor special 
advantages, 
privileges 
of every nature, bonuses, pensions, 
increased salaries—nome of which 
are well deserved-new bureaus 
with troops of officials, and relief 
measures, as they are called. All 
these are baaed upon the erroneous 
idea that 
our 
government is a 
paternalistic institution doling out 
favors 
without 
stint 
to 
all 
comers who can muster votes. The 
tendency is io- impose burdens too 
heavy to bear upon the ordinary 
citizen, '’the forgotten man," who, 
toiling quietly at home, seeks no 
favors, put only asks the friendly 
protection pf a government which is 
just and fair. If 4 this tendency is 
not phedfed, we shall become a 
people 
ajtoundiog 
in 
preferred 
classes, the burden ofv whose privi­ 
leges 
must 
rest 
with 
crushing 
weight upon the great body of our 
citizenship. It is necessary for us 
to meet this present situation, with 
a clarion call to all to think more 
of duties and less or rights and 
privileges, more of duties to the 
state and to humanity. 
Speaking for all good and thought­ 
ful citizens of every political creed, 
I must enter a 
solemn 
protest 
against the impression, recently cre­ 
ated, that there is widespread cor­ 
ruption in the government at Wash­ 
ington. It is true that out of all the 
investigations, pursued in every di­ 
rection, there have been exposed to 
the scorn of the country instances 
of bribery and dishonesty on the 
part of public officials, and of cu­ 
pidity and 
over-reaching 
on 
the 
part of those who are ready to* use 
their.opportunities to debauch those 
in office. It is true that the whole 
world was shell-shocked by the war 
and has not yet recovered its equili- 
brim; that the effect of this great 
conflict, with its convulsions and 
changes, Its untried and stupendous 
problems, has temporarily weakened 
the moral fiber of humanity and 
diminished here and there that high 
regard for the dictates of loyalty 
and honesty in public and private 
station which has ever been the 
ideal of the nation. Violent changes 
have brought to light unworthy mo­ 
tives and a grasping avarice. But 
the heart of the American people is 
.sound, and the gross influences that 
accompany every ward 
will 
pass 
away. Our highest duty in the midst 
of all these rumors of iniquity is 
to punish the guilty, but at the 
same time 
condemn 
exaggeration 
and protect the innocent. It is an 
infamous crime to seek to destroy 
the 
confidence 
of the 
American 
people in the 
government under 
which they live. There is no crim­ 
inal whom any investigation could 
expose who is more false to de­ 
cency and'honor than the man who 
would besmirch the name of hon­ 
est citizens or distort the truth for 
partisan advantage or personal ex­ 
ploitation. It is -a most grievous 
wrong to broadcast to the nation 
and to the world the mouthings af 
criminals and slanderers who would 
seek to scatter the slime of their 
own 
imaginations 
and 
hatreds. 
Among the thousands of public ser­ 
vants in Washington, in legislative 
halls, in administrative positions, in 
all the complicated machinery of ’the 
government, it was never true, and 
it is not true today, that there is 
any considerable number recreant to 
thejr trust. The vast majority of 
public officials, from the highest in 
the land to the humblest clerk in 
any department, are working hon­ 
estly and faithfully for the public 
good. It is time to call a halt upon 
indiscriminate 
scandal - mongering, 
which is largely designed to insult 
the intelligence and undermine the 
patriotism of the American people. 
But let us not be misunderstood. 
This is no, reflection upon any in­ 
vestigator who in good faith is seek­ 
ing to expose crime or any other 
dereliction among public servants. 
The guilty individual, whether he* be 
high or low, democrat or republi­ 
can, must suffer the severest pun­ 
ishment. 
Upon this proposition the repub­ 
lican party stands firm as a rock. 
Yet let It be known that guilt knows 
no party. Those who seek to bring 
malign influences upon public ser­ 
vants make no political distinction, 
either in the officials whom they 
approach or in the lawyers whom 
they hire.

We are hjf no means lacking 
in interest in what is happening in 
the rest of the world nor are we un­ 
willing to co-operate in the most 
friendly way with less fortunate na­ 
tions. 
It was our conception that 
American experts 
in 
finance and 
economics, neutral in spirit but keen 
ly interested in aiding other coun­ 
tries, should join in a non-political 
conference for jlh© settlement of the 
troublesome problems or reparations, 
a settlement which would promote 
the cause of peace and leach to « 
sounder financial conditions and bet­ 
ter trade relations in Europe. It was 
at suggestion of our own secretary of 
state and of President Coolidge that 
the Dawes Commission 
was 
con­ 
vened. We await the result with 
earnest hope that the clash of con­ 
flicting interests may cease and that 
the spirit of repulsion and revenge 
may be abated. What would happen 
in case of failure we dread to con­ 
template. Whenever the various na­ 
tions can agree, whenever they are 
willing to look, to the future rather 
than to the past. America’s aid will 
be given without stint and our hound 
less resources will be available in 
the way of loans for their# rehabii- 
tation and development. 
But the beginnings of peace must 
be in Europe itself. No nation of 
the New World can solve the prob­ 
lems of the Old..It is necessary that 
a calmer spirit prevail, that peace 
and not power be the goal, and that 
co-operation, based on the conscious­ 
ness of common interests akin to 
that whieh 
exists among the 
48 
states of 
the 
American 
Union, 
should be recognized as essential. 
Unfortunately that which seems to 
be most desired in the settlement 
of discordant claims in Europe is 
not an impartial friend but a parti­ 
san ally. 
It is to be regretted that the 
Treaty of Versailles was framed at 
a time when the very natural de­ 
sire for punishment was still a dom­ 
inating thought in the minds of the 
Allies. Imperialistic ambition were 
clearly in evidence. Long-standing 
animosities, intensified by the hor­ 
rors of war, had not been stilled. 
Although 
the Covenant 
of the 
League of Nations was made a part 
of thts treaty, nevertheless at tile 
very outset the 
organization 
was 
handicapped and is prospective use­ 
ful! ness moat seriously unaired. Att 
instrument designed to secure peace 
should never have been made a part 
of a treaty bristling all over with 
provisions for punishment and for 
the dominance of the victors. Two 
objects so inconsistent can not stand 
together. It is partly for this rea­ 
son that developments 
since

[treaty was signed have not been 
favorable to the effectiveness or use 
fulness of the league in larger mat­ 
ters. It has not been able to fettle 
any of the great questions. Plans 
for the abatement of military expen­ 
diture and for reduction of armies 
have failed. Small nations have not

of ten villages, estimated 
to

more than 1,000 years 
old, 
have 
been discovered in the hills north­ 
west of here by Byron Cummings, 
professor of 
anthropology 
at the 
University of Arizona, and his stu­ 
dents. 
The shells of these villages re­ 
semble the famous ruins 
of 
Casa 
Grande, but are on a smaller scale. 
Like the villages of many of the 
earlier aborigines 
of 
North 
and 
South America, these consisted of 
but one large house each, divided 
into numerous adjoining rooms. 
The excavations indicated that the | 
ten communal dwellings represented 
two distinct eras, separated 
per­ 
haps by a few hundred years. In 
the villages of what was deemed 
the earlier period Jhe floors were 
of clay and the walls 
had 
been 
made by plastering clay around a 
number of upright sticks. In the 
later hom es stones bad been worked 
in with the clay and 
sticks. 
Re­ 
mains of pottery were found on the 
sites of some of the villages. 
Professor Cummins said some of 
these community houses had held as 
many as IOO persons. According to 
hts estimate, the later villages were 
bout about 1,000 y**ars ago, while 
the earliest of the group probably 
were made a great while before.

So long as the league re­ 
mains a political body, inevitably 
dominated by the larger nations of 
Europe, poisoned with the tradition 
of age-long animosities, membership 
is not for us. 
I think, however, I speak the sen­ 
timent of the people in saying that 
we are ready to join in any con­ 
ference the aim of which is to limit 
armaments or banish wars. We are 
indeed the friends of all. W’e covet 
none of their territory and harbor 
no jealousies of their progress. The
